The strike has cut off all rail 
shipments into Berlin, but trucks, 
barges and the air lift have main- 
tained the supply line. 

Russians Agree to Talks. 

Earlier in the day, American of- 
ficials announced the Russians had 
agreed to renew four-power talks 
tonight on German trade and 
transport problems. Western eco- 
nomic chiefs regard this as a step 
forward in the effort to come up 
with something by the Monday 
deadline set by the four-power 
Council of Foreign Ministers in 
Paris for reaching an understand- 
ing on Berlin. 

American representative Law- 
rence Wilkinson, in whose office 
the meeting is set, earlier this 
week notified the Russians that 
the Western powers will not make 
a trade deal between eastern and 
western Germany unless the Ber- 
lin railway strike is settled first. 

The rail strikers suddenly called 
off their picketing last night at 
the Russian-controlled headquar- 
ters. They said it became useless 
after west German police first or- 
dered them from in front of the 
building and then told them to 
cut their ranks to 15 persons. 

Only some Russian officers and 
a few eastern sector German po- 
lice entered the building this morn- 
ing. Office work is being done in 
improvised headquarters hastily 
set up in the Russian sector on 
Thursday.

LONDON, June 11 (UP) — E}- 
phinstone Forest Gilmour’s devo- 
tion to bugs got him three months 
in jail. 

Gilmour, a member of the Royal 
Society of Entomologists, was con- 
victed yesterday of stealing 160 
beetles from the famous collection 
of the Natural History Museum. 

He could not resist writing an 
article for an entomologists’ maga- 


zine describing that he had the 
only specimen in the world of a 
rare beetle. Museum officials, who 
thought they had the specimen, 
checked up. They found Gilmour 
was right but that the beetle was 
theirs. 

Next time Gilmour left the mu- 
seum 55 beetles were found hid- 
den in his clothing. A search of 
his home disclosed More. The 
grand total was more than 5000 
museum beetles. He was convict- 
= however, of the theft of only 
160. 


His landlady said that though 
he had been married only a few 
months he used to sit up “half the 
night” with his beetles.

Miller’s Opinion. 

Miller’s opinion follows: 

“Upon careful study and exam- 
ination of the law in regard to 
matters submitted to this depart- 
ment, citing alleged violations of 
the gaming and lottery laws of 
this state, and after examination 
of various opinions prepared and 
delivered by the State Attorney 
General dealing with various vio- 
lations from 1932 to the present, 
we inform you that that office 
has invariably and uniformly held 
that lottery laws of Missouri are 
violated in all instances where 
the element of consideration and 
prize are present and an award 
is made as a result of a contest 
of skill, such as a quiz contest, 
after a few contestants have been 
selected from a larger number, 
arbitrarily, or by lot or chance. 

“These opinions hold that what- 
ever is done after such selection 
of contestants is merely an ancil- 
lary, or incidental, element as 
compared with selection of the 
names from a box or other recep- 
tacle, which contains all the cou- 
pons or tickets and that the quiz 
or other contest of skill is merely 
a subterfuge to evade the lottery 
laws. 

Cites Court Decisions. 

“Opinions of the Attorney Gen- 
eral are based on the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Missouri 
as construed by the State Supreme 
Court in decisions rendered by 
that court. 

“As the Attorney General is the 
chief legal adviser of the State 
of Missouri, especially in matters 
pertaining to violations of criminal 
laws, we feel it is our duty to 
defer to and be guided by the 
opinions of that officer in those 
matters and to hold that cases 
submitted to this department by 
you and (Chief of Police) Jere- 
miah O’Connell are violations of 
the lottery and gaming laws of 
the State of Missouri. 

“As the contests submitted to 
us have heretofore taken place, 
said matters should be presented 
to the Circuit Attorney of the City 
of st. Louis for his consideration 
and action. But as to future mat- 
ters of similar nature and char- 
acter, it will be the duty of the 
Police Department to suppress 
same or make arrests, according- 
ly as time and circumstances of 
the particular case may require.” 

Opposite Opinion Year Ago. 

A year ago Miller wrote an 
opinion holding that a similar 
give-away plan was not a lottery. 
Two weeks ago he told the 
Post-Dispatch he was still of the 
opinion he held last year, but 
added, “I am concerned over 
whether the drawing to select con- 
testants doesn’t constitute a more 
important factor than the skill 
and knowledge they display in 
competing for the prize.” 

On the basis of Miller’s opinion 
last year, former Police Commis- 
sioner Ben L. Liberman fnformed 
Fred M. Saigh Jr., president of the 
Cardinals, that his team’s give- 
away plan was not a lottery. 

Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams called general public atten- 
tion to the Cardinal give-aways in 
a two-hour lecture to the Circuit 
Court grand jury May 31. That

Another group 
of 16 carloads of hooded men took 
charge of a cafe in a nearby town 
and threatened the proprietor. 

The cafe operator, a white man, 
was warned to “keep those niggers 
| down.” 
| About 20, some of them armed, 
'smashed their way into the home 
of the woman, Mrs. Hugh Mc- 
Danal, 42 years old. 

Mrs. McDanal, who lives about 
five miles from the Birmingham 
city limits,, recently underwent an 
operation for a brain hemorrhage. 
She said she was struck twice on 
the head. Her husband was away 


from home at the time. 

Mrs. McDanal said she was talk- 
ing to a friend on the telephone 
about 10 o’clock when she heard a 
knock at the door. She said she 
looked out and two men armed 
with pistols told her: “We want 
you.” 

Drops Shells for Shotgun. 

She ran back to the phone and 
told the friend to call police, then 
grabbed a shotgun in a bedroom. 
She said she dropped the shells as 
she was trying to load it. 

Meanwhile, the men broke a 
pane of glass in the door and un- 
latched it. She said ofe hit her 
on the head and another grabbed 
the shotgun. 

At that point, she jumped from 
one man to the next and lifted 
the hoods of four of them. 

“We could kill you for that,” she 
quoted them as saying. 

She said she thought the inci- 
dent “may have been the result 
of a grudge by one neighbor.” She 
did not elaborate, 

Mrs. McDanal said she asked 
the smen: “What’s this all about?” 
‘Going to Burn You,’ Says One. 

“You're going with us,” one an- 
swered. “We’re going to burn 
you on a stake.” 

“No, let’s string her up and 
burn her,” she quoted another as 
saying. 

Still another suggested: “Let 
the preacher pray for her.” 

She asked if any preachers were 
present, and a man said, “Yes, 
three or four.” 

She was dragged out of the 
house onto the lawn, where a six- 
foot cross was burning. 

The men said the neighbors had 
complained that her home was be- 
ing used to “bring men and 
women together, and also to sell 
whisky.” 

She denied the accusation. 

Mrs. MsDanal said she told 
them that police had been called. 

They laughed, she continued, 
and said, “We're the law our- 
selves. And even if someone is 
sent out, there will be only two 
of them.” 

She said sheriff's deputies ar- 
rived about an hour after the 
men left. 

Man Is Threatened.

cy, said today “I have a clear 
conscience, a marvelous car and 
the will to fight to success.” 

Tucker and seven of his busi- 
ness associates were named by a 
federal grand jury yenterday ina 
3l-count indictment in connection 
with the promotion of a rear- 
engine automobile. 

Each was charged with 25 
counts of mail fraud, five counts 
of violating regulations of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, and one of conspiracy. 

“I believe the mail fraud charge 
is a catch-all designed to get a 


conviction at any cost,” Tucker 
said in a statement issued today. 
“As far as the charges of Vioiat- 
ing the SEC act are concerned, 
we have honored the law. It is 
SEC who has dishonored it. 

“The conspiracy charge is par- 
ticularly distressing and repug- 
nant to me. This automobile rep- 


resents my life’s work and it is | 


foolish to assume that I would 
conspire to destroy my own ideal.” 
“Protected Out of Business,” 

Tucker said his automobile firm 
was “investigated and protected 
out of business” by the SEC, the 
FBI, and the grand jury which 
returned the indictments. 

“In the past,” Tucker added, “it 
has been my policy to reveal any 
underhandedness which harmed 
the corporation and I intend to 
continue that policy. . . . When 
this case comes into an open 
court, I will reveal startling infor- 
mation which will call for an ex- 
planation from Detroit and many 
of our public servants. 

“I will defend our position on 
the use of all the money that the 
Tucker Corp. used to design, build, 
and toolup. Never before in mod- 
ern automobile history was a car 
designed, tooled and readied for 
production as inexpansively as we 
have done it.” 

The grand jury said the Tucker 
Corp., organized in 1946, had a 
financial high of $28,000,000 which 
dropped to a cash balance of $130,- 
000 on Dec, 31, 1948. The jury said 
the defendants spent $28,000,000 in 
promotion and building of the car 
made “false and fraudulent state- 
ments” about the proposed new 
auto, and produced 25 handmade 
cars, “none of which had the en- 
gineering features which Tucker 
contended would go into his auto- 
mobile.” 

Tucker said 60 of the cars al- 
ready had been produced on an 
assembly line and 100 more were 
almost complete. 

The indictment said approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 was paid in en- 
gineering and administrative ex- 
penses, more than $4,000,000 to of- 
ficers, directors and promoters, in- 
cluding about $2,500,000 to Floyd 
D. Cerf Co., Inc. 

Cerf Calls It a Shock. 

Floyd D. Cerf, 60, former Chi- 
cago investment broker who 
floated the corporation’s $17,450,- 
000 issue of Class A common stock, 
was one of the eight named in the 
indictment. 

He told a reporter: “It comes 
to me as shock. I am innocent 
and will prove it.” 

Bond of $25,000 was: set for 
Tucker, Cerf and two others. They 
are Harold A. Karsten, 56, alias 
Abraham Karatz, of North Holly- 
wood, Calif., former Minneapolis 
lawyer who was disbarred and 
served three years in the Illinois 
state prison for fraud, and Robert 
Pierce, 50, Detroit, former director 
and treasurer of Tucker Corp., 
and once associated with Briggs 
Manufacturing Co. of Detroit. 

Bond for the four others was 
set at $10,000 apiece. 

They are: Fred Rockelman, 63, 
Chicago, who was with the Ford 
Motor Co. and Chrysler Corp. for 
more than 27 years before joining 
Tucker, where he was director, 
general sales manager and execu- 
tive vice president. Mitchell W. 
Dulian, 55, Oak Park, Ill., a for- 
mer director and gales manager 
of Tucker. Otis Radford, 45, 
» Evergreen Park, Ill, former 
Tucker director, treasurer and 
' comptroller. He formerly worked 
for the Reconstruction Finance

Maximum possible penalties for 
conviction under the indictment 
would be.

Ran Suburban Garage. ‘ 

Next he bobbed up in 1923 as 
operator of a garage and repair 
shop known ag “Tucker’s Serv- 
ice” in Lincoln Park, a Detroit 
suburb. 

He sold the garage after 14 
months and became a policeman 
in Lincoln Park. But there was 
some mixup over his age quali- 
fication and he was dismissed. 

For the next few years, Tucker 
did sales work for Studebaker at 
Detroit and Memphis, then for 
Pierce Arrow at Buffalo. 

Prohibition died in 1933 and 
Tucker believed there was more 
money in human thirst. He be- 
came traffic manager for the 
Mundus Brewing Co. and also, he 
says, designed truck bodies and 
rollaway kegs. 

In 1935 he formed a company 
with Harry A. Miller, famed de- 
signer of racing cars, to build 
front-wheel-drive speedsters: But 
five months after they filed in- 
corporation papers, the two split 
up. 

Tucker went back to being an 
auto dealer in Detroit in 1937. He 
also began experiments on a s0- 
called combat car as the Tucker 
Tank Co, of Ypsilanti.

From 1939 to 1941, Tucker says, 
he designed gun turrets used by 
the Government during the war.

Paul lawyer, was given a five- 
year sentence to Joliet Penitenti- 
ary in Illinois in 1935 for a con- 
spiracy to embezzle $55,000 from 
the Amalgamated Trust & Sav- 
ings Bank, Chicago. 

Karatz introduced Tucker in 
1945 to Floyd D. Cerf, head of a 
brokerage firm in La Salle street. 
Nothing came of these conferences 
at the time, since Tucker had no 
plant in which to build autos. 

Glowing Article. 

It also was in 1945 that Tucker 

told his ideas to Charles T. Pear- 
son, a free-lance writer. The lat- 
ter did a glowing article which 
appeared in a January 1946 issue 
of a national magazine. 
The article described Tucker as 
an internationally known automo- 
tive engineer and predicted the 
unique features of the new car 
would make all others obsolete. 

The article brought thousands 
of inquiries from all over the 
country. 

Sometime later, when a com- 
pany actually was formed, Tycker 
listed Pearson as a founder and 
gave him 50,000 shares of Class B 
stock and a job as press agent, 
at $15,000 a _year. 

But, before there was any stock 
or any company, Tucker was told 
by Karatz about the possibility of 
getting the $200,000,000 Govern- 
ment-owned Dodge plant. 

This huge factory on Chicagos 
southwest side, which had pro- 
duced wartime plane engines, was 
being offered for civilian use by 
the War Assets Administration. 

Got Tentative Lease. 

In 1946 Tucker acquired a ten- 
tative lease dn the Dodge plant 
from the WAA under a lan for 
him to pay $1,000,000 in install- 
ments during the year. 

Tucker made the first install- 
ment—$25,000—by check July 3, 
1946, from the Ypsilanti Machine 
and Tool Co. 

On Aug. 1, 1946, he sent the sec- 
ond installment, a check for $150,- 
000. The check would have 
bounced if it had been deposited. 
Tucker had only $3000 in the 
bank. 

The $150,000 check was “mis- 
laid” by Oscar H. Beasley, a WAA 
official, according to Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan, who later 
investigated the affair.

BULGARIAN PREMIER DIMITROV

ish newspapers published reports 
today that Premier Georgi Dimi- 
trov of Bulgaria is dead or dying 
in Moscow.

“It is reasonable to believe that

BOULDER, Colo., June 11 (AP)

The 19%year-old Denver sopho- 
more was killed Thursday night 
defending his date from the at- 
tack of an unknown assailant. 
His “blind” date, Doris Ann 
Weaver, 19, of Twin Falls, Ida., 
ran to safety on the campus 
nearby. 

The killer battered the youth 
and threw his body into Boulder 
creek. The body was found 75 
yards downstream yesterday. 
Dean of Men Harry Carlson said 
the school would assemble for au- 
thorities a list of Spore’s class- 
mates and Miss Weaver’s boy 
friends. 

(The United Press said univer- 
sity officials today ordered stu- 
dents to “double date” when they 
go out to thwart any further at- 
tacks.)

In that time, raughly calculated 
on the basis of coal produced, the 
fund took in about $175,000,000. In- 
come was not announced. 

The relation of outgo to income 
appears superficially to balance 
comfortably, but the present rate 
of outgo is the unknown quantity. 
The funds were frozen for the 
first year. The first money to be 
paid out was to the families of 
victims of the Centralia (Tll.) ex- 
plosion in which 111 men were 
killed, March 25,1947. This money 
was paid May 16, 1947. 

The $106,000,000 was spent, there- 
fore, at an average rate of about 
$50,000,000 a year. Fund collections 
have averaged about $58,000,000 a 


year and now are coming in at a 
rate of something like $100,000,000 
a year. 

This again seems to indicate 
that there is plenty of income, 
but it gives no hint as to the cur- 
rent rate of expenditure of a fund 
which, starting from _ scratch, 
poured out $106,000,000 in two 
years. 

It is known, for example, that 
in 10 months 19,000 miners were 
placed on pension rolls at $100 a 
month, which amounts to an an- 
nual expenditure of $23,000,000. 
This number will increase, as the 
trustees announced on April 1 
that the retirement age was be- 
ing reduced from 62 to 60.

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WIFE, 18, TESTIFIES 
FOR HUSBAND WHO 
AILLED HER SSTER 


Says She Split With 
Mother, Who Is a State 


Witness, on Question of 
His Innocence. 


MILWAUKEE, June 11 (UP)— 
Mrs. Kathleen Babich, 18 years 
old, testified today in defense of 


her husband, who is charged With 
her sister’s Murder, and disclosed 
that she had split with her mother 
over the question of his innocence. 

Mrs. Babich, an expectant moth- 
er, said she would stand firmly 
by her husband, Milton, 19, who 
is accused of killing her sister, 
Patricia Birmingham, 16, and 
dumping her body into the mil- 
waukee river. Babich eloped with 
Kathleen two days before Pa- 
tricia’s weighted body was recov- 
ered from the river last March 20. 

Immediately after Kathleen com- 
pleted her brief testimony, her 
mother, Mrs. Katherine Birming- 
ham, testified as a state witness. 

Babich is charged with shooting 
Patricia to death to silence her 
about Kathleen’s illicit pregnancy. 
He said the shooting occurred 
accidentally when he drew a pistol 
to “scare” her and she tried to 
take it from him. 

Kathleen, and Milton’s parents, 
-Mr, and Mrs, Fabian Babich, and 
his brother, Victor, 21, testified 
briefly, asserting that they had 
trouble trying to get in to talk to 
Milton after his arrest. 

Before testifying, Kathleen told 
reporters outside the courtroom 
that “I don’t know what my Moth- 
er will say on the witness stand.” 

“There is complete disagree- 
ment between us on Milton’s in- 
nocence,” she said. 

Babich testified earlier today 
that his bride did not learn until 
a week after their elopement that 
he had killed her sister. He testi- 
fied in a surprise defense move 
designed to prove that an alleged 
confession he made to police after 
his arrest last March was obtained 
under duress.

Russian Proposal on Treaty. 

The Soviet proposal on Germany 
was similar to that presented at 
previous conferences in Moscow 
and London. It was in three parts: 

1, That the four governments 
submit individual drafts of a new 
peace treaty within three months 
to the foreign ministers. 

2. That the draft peace treaty 
should provide for withdrawal of 
occupation forces of the Allied 
powers within a year of the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty. 

3. That consideration of proce- 
dure for preparing a peace treaty 
should be concluded at the current 
session of the ministers. 

“What is meant by evacuation 
one year after the treaty?” Ache- 
son demanded. “With the present 
delaying tactics and present rate 
of progress, it would take not 
three months but 50 years if the 
same procedure were followed.” 

Acheson demanded that the 
ministers get on with the Aus- 
trian independence treaty, the last 
formal item on the agenda. On 
that subject, he said, there is 
sufficient agreement to ifidicate 
the possibility of success. 

The ministers wrangled through- 
out the four hour-session. Vishin- 
sky charged Bevin had obstructed 
making a German treaty at two 
previous conferences of the min- 
isters. Bevin, in his bitterest at- 
tack of this conference, replied: 

“I have had quite enough of 
the assumptions that the Russians 
and the Russians alone are inter- 
ested in a peace treaty.

An apparent slip by Circuit At- 
torney James W. Griffin may per- 
mit a grocer indicted for fraudu- 


lent sales tax returns to escape 
trial, it was disclosed yesterday at

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
. After reading Raymond P. Brandt's 
article on direct financing of federal politi- 
cal campaigns to stop the present prac- 
tice of appointing campaign contribu- 
tors to important posts, I suggest that 
al] federal officers, except those elected, 
be subject to civil service.

It has always been thought 
that this position was to be filled by the 
President’s campaign manager or some 
other political big-wig. However, Mr.

The departments 
would be run more efficiently by men 
who were familiar with their workings. 

Since a Cabinet member has already 
been appointed in this manner, it is not 
too much to expect that, at least, all of- 
ficers lower in the scale could be ap- 
pointed in the same way.

Unionists on the Payroll 


After the revelation of how the G.O.P. Green 
machine put Illinois editors and publishers on 
the state payroll for the votes they might swing, 
it is not particularly surprising to discover that 
labor union officials were “employed” in the 
same way. It is nevertheless scandalous. 


An excuse of sorts may be made for a few of 
these men who actually worked at their crafts 
on state projects and did their politicking and 
labor leading after hours. But in most of the 
cases revealed inthe Post-Dispatch it is as dif- 
ficult to find any trace of non-political service 
as in the cases of the newspaper payrollers. 


Most of these labor leaders were under such 
vague classifications as ‘‘messenger clerk’ and 
“field investigator.” Their duties were even 
more vague. But there was nothing vague about 
their pay. By the month, it ran as high as $400. 
Individual totals ran to more than $13,000. 

The case of Earl J. McMahon, paid secretary 
of the AFL Chicago Building & Construction 
Trades Council and a vice president of the 
Illinois State Federation of Labor, shows pretty 
well what was expected of these payrollers. To- 
gether with Rueben G. Soderstrom, president of 
the state federation with a son on the Green 
payroll, McMahon managed to bring the federa- 
tion’s executive board out in favor of a third 
term for “Pete” Green. This in spite of the 
fact that the federation’s state convention had 
refused to support the Republican candidate. 

About the only heartening thing in the picture 
is the way in which the rank and file managed 
to force a few of these union payrollers to get 
off the gravy train. One example is that of John 
Brenton, East St. Louis business agent of the 
Tri-Counties Carpenters’ District Council. He 
accepted a state job in May, 1947, but there was 
so much protest against this that he gave it up 
by the end of July. 

Most people probably do not suspect their as- 
sociates and representatives of sell-outs. If the 
revelations of the Green machinations now spread 
such suspicion, it may do as much good as harm. 
It may lead to a few salutary clean-outs. The 
basic offense of a corrupting political organiza- 
tion, however, is not only that it saddles the tax- 
payers with an unwarranted burden, but that it 
also undermines that public confidence which 
is essential to the functioning of democracy. 

The Green machine has demonstrated this in 
Illinois. 
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The Barracks as a Park 


President Truman’s support should help toward 
realization of the plan to make a national monu- 
ment of Jefferson Barracks. Residents of Ca- 
rondelet and the southeastern section of St. 
Louis County have been urging this ever since 
the Army gave up the post. The hospital could 
be retained and the cemetery, of course, would 
be the center of the Barracks as a memorial 


‘park.

As for the President’s yt 8 that the Bar- 
racks be made part of the Jefferson Memorial 
on the downtown riverfront, that raises a bit of 
a geographical problem.» But, it is not inconceiv- 
able that the two sites should some day be linked 
by a splendid riverside drive. There would be 
more prospect of that, however, if the two parks

Speaker Hamlin’s Foul Play 

As Speaker of the Missouri House, Roy Ham- 
lin has twice come to bat on the small-loan ques- 
tion, and twice hit foul balls. Which is to say 
that he has twice violated the rules of fair play 
in a democratic assembly. 

Interest-rate bills had always been handled 
by the House Banking Committee but Hamlin 
referred this year’s crop to the Commerce Com- 
mittee. The records of this committee’s mem- 
bers showed in advance that it would recommend 
excessive rates, and this stacked deck promptly 
produced the expected raw deal. 

The whole House, however, rejected the com- 
mittee bill and approved a fair ceiling of 18 
per cent. And then the House confirmed its 
view by refusing to concur in the Senate bill 
which carries rates of 30 per cent and higher. 

After this, the will of the House was unmis- 
takable, and a fair-playing Speaker would auto- 
matically have given the friends of the 18 per 
cent bill three or four places on the five-man 
committee to negotiate a compromise with the 
Senate. Surely, a place on the committee should 
have been given to Representative Roos because 
he is a diligent student of the problem. But 
Hamlin passed over Mr. Roos and named four 
men from the defeated advocates of usurious in- 
terest rates* and only one supporter of the 
majority’s bill. 

The 92 Representatives who turned down the 
Senate’s high interest rates and held out for 
their own measure have been treated shabbily 
by their Speaker. They repudiated his trick 
with the Commerce Committee and have double 
reason now to repudiate his stacking of the con- 
ference committee. 
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For This, Money Is Needed 


A survey of the city’s run-down housing is 
necessary before the minimum standards ordi- 
nance takes effect next April, but the Board of 
Estimate has not yet cleared the $65,000 appro- 
priation. 

The purpose of this law is to make the owners 
of unsafe and insanitary dwellings clean and re- 
pair and improve them, or tear them down. 
Among other things, it ouflaws sleeping rooms 
in basements and sets marks below which light 
and air and plumbing and sanitary facilities 
must not fall. 

No responsible person suggests that improv- 
ing old houses in this way is an adequate substi- 
tute for new housing. But it will take years to 
rebuild the neighborhoods which need it most 
urgently, and meanwhile many of the older dwell- 
ings can be made more fit for habitation at com- 
paratively minor cost, This is worth doing not 
only. as a measure of humanity to the inhabitants 
but also for the health and welfare of the com- 
munity at large. Much of the benefit of slum 
clearance and new housing projects will be lost 
unless minimum housing standards are enforced 
to pinch off the spread of slum conditions into 
other areas. : 

One of the most constructive things the Kauf- 
mann Administration did for the city was te

work out a two-pronged anti-slum program that 
provides for large-scale new housing and re- 
quires the raising of decayed old housing to the 
level of minimum decency. It is a policy that 
the Darst Administration will find it popular to 
follow through. 
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The Rail Cartel Gets Bolder 


The Western railroads, which long maintained 


a secret cartel to restrain competition among . 


themselves, are plotting again and more boldly. 
The Justice Department brought an anti-trust 
suit when the facts came out before, but the 
railroads pushed the Reed-Bulwinkle Act through 
the Eightieth Congress over President Truman's 
veto. Today, as a result, they .need only- the 
consent of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to be exempt from the anti-trust laws. 


The ICC is tempted to sanction such arrange- 
ments. The commissioners have long hankered to 
be a wholly judicial body like the Supreme 
Court, leaving the hard work of controlling rates 
to the transportation industry itself. Indeed, the 
ICC came out in favor of the Reed-Bulwinkle 
Act. 

The new Western Traffic Association agree- 
ment, however, is so raw that the ICC may not 
swallow it. The Justice Department has pulled 
it to pieces in a masterful brief which contains 
such well-documented assertions as these: 

It is designed “to array the entire industry 
against the carrier which seeks to exercise its 
theoretical right of independence of action.” 

It is “a private legislative system unknown 
to the laws” and “a usurpation of the functions 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission.” 

Its idea is that railroads are only for the peo- 
ple who rule them—‘“that shippers and con- 
sumers are of secondary importance, who must 
take the consequences.” 

And, to cap the climax, the authors are ask- 
ing the ICC to approve not only the original 
agreement, but to stretch the anti-trust immunity 
to cover the cartel’s own subsequent amend- 
ments. 

As we say, this scheme may be too raw for the 
ICC. But it is the kind of thing that the Reed- 
Bullwinkle Act encourages the railroads to try. 
And the judicial yearnings of the ICC encourage 
them to keep trying in the belief that, in one 
way or another, they can finally get most of 
the scheme into effect. : 

Therefore, this Western Traffic Association 
case is a timely warning that the Reed-Bulwinkle 
Act should be repealed. Preoccupied though the 
President an&i present Congress are with other 
problems, this law is a serious danger every 
day it stays on the books.

Adventures in the far parts of the world never 
washed the Wabash moonlight out of John T. 
McCutcheon’s heart. He always seemsd to have 
about him a flavor of Booth Tarkington and 
James Whitcomb Riley. 
the sense that Chicagoans and not St. Louisans 
use the word. In Chicago it is—or used to be— 
a pretty fine thing to be a Hoosier. It put you 
more or less in a class with John McCutcheon. 

Most people nowadays probably think of Mc- 
Cutcheon only as a cartoonist. But in his earlier 
days he had quite a reputation as a war corre- 
spondent. After all, he scored a scoop on the 
Battle of Manila Bay at a time when taste in, 
battles was less jaded. But he probably always 
cared more for India ink than typewriter rib- 
bons. He scored an early artistic success when 
he illustrated for his Purdue classmate, George 
Ade, the famous “Fables in Slang.” 

The Tippecanoe County, Indiana, characters 
which first appeared in those illustrations never 
wholly disappeared from McCutcheon’s work. 
They gave a human touch to his political car- 
toons, a touch which made the cartoons a bit 
incongruous as accompaniments to the Chicago 
Tribune’s bitter political polemics. Significant- 
ly, the drawings with which Chicago fell in love 
—and which are religiously reproduced each 
year—were a few panels called “Injun Summer.” 
They portray an old man in a corn field telling 
a little boy that the falling leaves are really 
the Red Men coming back to their old hunting 
grounds. As he talks, the autumnal dusk turns 
the corn shocks into tepees, and the painted 
leaves into Indians dancing their way back on 
the smoke column of a’ little leaf-fire. 

McCutcheon came to own a palatial pleasure 
island. He came to have a studio strewn with 
tiger skins. His art may not have been destined 
for museum walls, but it conveyed his opin- 
ions of the high and the mighty. But it was most 
his own when he was drawing barefoot boys or 
braided little girls in high-button shoes. Then 
it spoke eloquently of a day when loyalties were 
more simple and goals more clear, and life 
seemed somehow happier—at least in Hoosier 
eornfields and Hoosier towns. 
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Realtors’ Errand Boy | 

State Representative Gene Nickle of rural 
Pineville, the Nickle who runs an errand for the 
liquor dealers by trying to foist price-fixing on 
the state, has taken on an errand for the real 
estate lobby. He is sponsoring the state-wide 
repeal of federal rent control.. 

Nickle is meddling with what properly is none 
of his business. Congress has given legislatures 
the power that Nickle proposes to invoke, but 
it has also provided other ways out for com- 
munities that actually want to drop rent control. 
Local decontrol resolutions have been passed in 
Carthage and Kirksville, and the federal author- 
ities must honor them if Gov. Smith adds his sig- 
nature. On top of that, the federal officials 
themselves have shown a ready disposition to 
end rent ceilings in areas where the housing 
shortage has come under control. 

Since these other avenues for local decontrol 
are open, a legislator from the extreme south- 
western county of the state, where there may 
indeed be no-rent problem, has no excuse to 
intrude in the special problem of the metropolis 
on the state’s eastern border. 

Not only is the Nickle bill meddlesome, but 
it is not honest. When rather ordinary and well- 
worn 20- to 40-year-old houses in metropolitan 
St. Louis are selling for $15,006, $20,000 and up, 
the supply of housing is obviously still so far 
behind the need that many renters would get 
an unmerciful gouging if the ceilings came off. 
Yet Nickle dares to write a bill certifying that 
rent control “is no longer necessary in Missouri, 
or any part thereof.” 

That’s either colossal ignorance or outright 
falsehood. 
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It’s an open question whether the Administra- 
tion forces in Congress are finding it harder to 
the Taft-Hartley law or te enact anything

Misgivings About the K.C. Police 


The Mirver

Public Opinion 


Gov. Smith’s police board immediately created a special top-rank 
post for the man who was chief of detectives in the bloody ‘30s; 
newspaper assumes he is honest but fears he may be tolerant of the 
alliance of-crime and politics; what does the appointment mean?

The first move of Gov. Smith’s reorgan- 
ized police board is to reach back into the 
era of alliance between the Police Depart- 
ment and crime for Thomas J. Higgins. 

Higgins takes office under an amazing 
arrangement. He carries a high police 
rank, yet he is the direct representative 
of the board, at least on a par with the 
chief. For the present, at least, a confused 
department doesn’t know who is the real 
chief, Higgins or Henry W. Johnson, who 
still has the title. 

Actions means much more than any fine 
board statements. By its first major ac- 
tion the board has fanned the rumors of 
a drive to break down 
the nonpolitical po- 
lice department. 

It is a significant 
appointment. T he 
public is bound to 
look at it closely to 
see what board point 
of view is represent- 
ed here. And the first 
suggestion is in the 
record of Thomas J. 

Higgins, who held the 

conspicuous post of Thomas J. Higgins 
chief of detectives from 1933 to 1939. He 
was the man directly responsible for the 
Police Department’s enforcement against 
major crime. 

A personally likable and, we assume, an 


honest man, he held his high post-through - 


the years that Kansas City was known as 
a haven for protected gangsters. It was 
the period of the Union Station massacre 
and the bloody election of 1934. Some good 
men served on the department in those 
days, but generally in minor positions where 
they were permitted to do their jobs. 


After the station massacre the manhunt 
was conducted by the FBI. Higgins was 
best known in the case for a rather weak 
indictment on a charge of perjury brought 
against him, which later was dropped. 


More to the point was the general re- 
port of the federal grand jury that had in- 
dicted him along with other high police 
officérs. In part the report said, “Criminal 
mobs_and racketeers exist here composed 
wholly of men who live permanently in 
Kansas City. We have proof beyond ques- 
tion of reasonable doubt that they, have 
close connection with men of similar char- 
acter living in other cities where it is known 
they are harboring criminals of the worst 


type. 


“Unbridled gambling of major propor- 
tions in almost every conceivable form and 
in most numerous quarters has, according 
to positive testimony, been tolerated as a 
matter of general policy by more than one 
high official charged with the suppression 
thereof, and is running in a most wide- 
open fashion.” 


This was the period of swarthy gangsters 
patrolling the streets freely in the tradi- 
tional black sedans without license plates. 
The wide-open gambling palaces were able 
to operate only by official corruption and 
direct alliance with the police. 


It was the era of big-time, protected 
gangsters muscliny in on private business, 
of rule by ‘threats and bombs. At a more 
modest léve] the early '30s were character- 
ized by organized tire thieves operating 
with their fences under the apparent pro- 
tection of the Police Department. 


Of course the rules of the 1930s were 
made by officials above Thomas J. Higgins. 
He was responsible only for accepting high 
law enforcement responsibilities under 
auch repulsive terms. 


It was out of this area that Higgins won 
his reputation as a detective who made ex- 
cellent use of stool pigeons. ‘ Stool pigeons 
are persons of the underworld who tip the 
police in exchange for personal protec- 
tion. In a period of such widespread pro- 
tection of criminals, the supply of stool 
pigeons was tremendous. 


But, even then, many spot murders went 


unsolved as they have before and since. 


In the bloody election of 1934 ‘guns flamed 
openly in various parts of the city. Four 
died (including one of the kill@rs) and 11 
were injured. Yet only one man was ever 
brought to trial—on a charge of man- 
slaughter for a non-shooting part in the 
day’s events. 


If the board intends to carry out the pol- 
icy laid down by Gov. Smith it can’t give 
Higgins an opportunity for the stool pigeons 
with which he made his reputation in an- 
other era. The Governor has said there 
are to be no protected rackets, crime or 
vice. 


Why then has the board reached for 
Higgins? 


The next few weeks will probably show 
just what this amazing appointment is sup- 
posed to imply. In the meantime it looks 


like a big blow to the already low morale of . 


the Police Department.

More Pacific Romance 


PLEASURE ISLAND, by Willi Maier. Iii 
Cari Rose. (Julian Sleanes. 208 oy are" by

Unless you are committed to a schedule 
of masterworks for this summer's reading, 
you will find “Pleasure Island” satisfactory 
on all accounts. Mr. Maier’s novel might 
be classified as a pleasant romance, but 
that term does not accurately define either 
its charm or its attributes. The love affair 
is both plausible and attractive, and the 
counterpoint to this theme—the awakening 
of an English Victorian paterfamilias to 
the realities of twentieth-century war and 
the men who wage it—makes a point that 
cuts far deeper into our righteousness than 
@ cursory telling of the plot would indicate. 

A Patific island, very much in the middle 
of nowhere, is the scene for this parabh. 
It is shared, somewhat unequally, by a 
small group of ruling whites and a large 
number of subservient natives. The most 
influential of the white men is an English- 
man of good will, long separated from the 
mother country, whose idea of war runs to 
the charge at Balaclava plus an attitude of 
noblesse oblige for the survivors. This gen- 
tleman, Roger Halyard by name, has three 
nubile daughters. To this plaée, long after 
the need for fighting is over, come 1200 ma- 
rines and 500 Seabees. 

The encounter between Halyard and his 
offspring and a few of the fighting men 

revealg some repre- 

sentative American 
traits, emphasizes 
how the war was 
fought in the very 
rear echelons and 
turns up a portfolio 
of interesting people: 

a GI who loves flow- 
ers and thinks he 

loves other things, 

too; an artist-officer 
who finds that the 
island possesses the 
most expensive in- 
gredient of the West- 
oH: , ern world: quiet and 
William Meier freedom from dis- 
traction, and a colonel who equates the 
satisfaction of his own desires with the es- 
tablishment of American democracy. 

Mr. Maier’s is a tale that could easily 
have been coy and oversweet. That it is 
neither is a testament to his taste, skill and 
an ability to avoid the soggy both in writ- 
ing and in situation. Indéed, it is a plea- 
sure to watch Mr. Maier, with a tight rein, 
guide his story to its destination without 
once permitting it to falter or to nibble in 
gome pleasing but tangential pasture. Carl 
Rose’s pert illustrations, though not strictly 
necessary, are welcome. ‘ 


Wanderings in ‘China 
ABBE DAVID'S DIARY, Edited and Translated 

M. Fox. (Harvard University Pres, Ca 

302 paqs., $5.00.) 

Following the pattern of inquiry laid 
down in the recent collection and study of 
Abbe Huc’s writings on his Tibetan jour- 
ney in the 1700s, the early Chinese investi- 
gation of still another cleric is published 
and annotated very effectively by Helen 
M. Fox, in this study of Abbe Davig’s wan- 
derings over China between 1866 and 1869, 
when China had been opened to Europeans 
for only 20 years. As such, the book be- 
comes of first-rate importance to all stu- 
Gents of the Far East. 

Abbe David being something of a nat- 
uralist, biologist, and ethonologist, his ac- 
count is full of fascinating tidbits that sent 
his European heart fluttering in the Orient. 
Traveling under instructions from the - 
Paris Museum of Natural History, Abbe 
David spent almost eight months in iso- 
lated Inner Mongolia; and on a second 
trip, went through Kiukiang; then up the 
Yangtze through its’ famed rapids to the 
present site of Chungking. Then, he moved 
overland through Szechwan into Muping 
(now Paohing) in Sikiang. After a year, he 
returned to Shanghai. 

Aside from providing a feast for the 
naturalist, and something of a puzzle for 
the sociologist and anthropologist interested 
in China, “Abbe David's Diary” is a tri- 
umph in edition and translation. You could 
search in vain to find a modern counter.

Taft’s new proposal would allow 
a secondary boycott by permitting 
union members to refuse to work 
on material transferred from one 
plant where union members are 
on strike to another. It also elim- 
inates the mandatory injunction

The Administration’s repeal bill 
takes a. diametrically opposite 
course.

Taft’s Misstep.

by management as defined in the 
law. But the example was utterly 
fallacious. 

“A purchaser says to a manu- 
facturer, ‘I will not buy your 
goods if you make a contract with 
an AFL union; you must have a 
non-union plant; if you don’t I 
won’t buy your goods,’” Taft re- 
lated, citing his hypothetical ex- 
ample. . : 

“T say,” he continued, “that man 
would be committing an ynfair 
labor practice, just as much as 
the employer himself would be if 
he refused to deal with the union.” 

Pepper and Senator Paul Doug- 
las (Dem.), Illinois, immediately 
caught Taft in his lapse. Douglas 
challenged the Ohioan to cite the 
section of the Taft-Hartley Act 
which made that an illegal action 
by an employer. Taft said he 
would have to look it up, but if 
he does, he won't be able to find 
it. 

Pepper feigned amazement at 
Taft’s construction of his own law 
and went on to say: “Certainly I 
have the right to say that I will 
not buy goods from a union shop, 
or that I will buy only from a

Taft warned that the Teamsters’

Union or there would be no deliv- 
eries. If that practice should be 
extended and adopted by the rail- 
road unions, he said, every rail- 
road system in the United States 
would .be tied up and half the 
goods in interstate commerce 
could not be shipped. 

Pepper said Taft was overlook- 
ing that railroads, as common 
carriers, have a duty to transport 
goods. But railroads could buy 
cross ties or rails from non-union 
producers, he said, and the free- 
dom they have as employers to 
discourage unionism should have 
a corresponding freedom of em- 
ployes to promote their common 
interest. 

Pepper brought up a secondary- 
boycott case decided last month 
when a United States District 
Court jury in Alaska awarded the 
Juneau Spruce Co. $750,000 in 
damages in its suit against the 
CIO Longshoremen’s Union. 

“Why should they not get dam- 
ages from the union?” Taft asked. 

“Because if all they did was to 
withhold their labor from some 
other man’s commodity they had 
a right to do it,” Pepper replied. 
“The basis of liability is duty, 
and until the Taft-Hartley law 
imposed a duty not to withhold 
one’s labor from another man’s 
goods there was not any breach 
of duty if he did and therefore 
no liability for doing it.”

And then Pepper could not re- 
sist an oblique slap at Taft, who 
has been nourishing presidential 
ambitions since at least 1940. It 
was done with punctilio of 
senatorial decorum, but there were 
few if any who lost the insinua- 
tion.

Well, one thing this proves is 
that during these June days in 
Washington, and especially when 
the emotionally supercharged sub- 
ject of labor legislation is up for 
discussion, it is the heat, and not 
the humidity.

LABOR PLATFORM 
APPROVED, MORE 
STATE OWNERSHIP 


BLACKPOOL, England, June 11 
(AP)—Britain’s ruling Labor party 
wound up its annual conference 
yesterday with approval of a plat- 
form calling for further govern- 
ment ownership. 

Party leaders prepared for a 
battle on two fronts—against the 
Conservatives in the next general 
election and against the party’s 
own tendency to split up. 

Details of the labor platform for 
the parliamentary election were 
left in the hands of the party’s 
executive committee. In general, 
the proposals call for state owner- 
ship of most life insurance, cement 
making, sugar refining, water sup- 
plies, meat wholesaling and min- 
erals. 

During four years of Labor 
party rule the government has 
taken over many industries, in- 
cluding coal, .railways, electricity, 
gas, and the world wide communi- 
cations of the cable and wireless 
company and airlines. A proposal 
to take over the steel industry is 
pending. 

Deputy Prime Minister Herbert 
Morrison said the party’s platform 
might be modified “in the light of 
economic conditions that may ob- 
tain” at election time.

OFFICER TELLS WHY 
A.M.A. TURNED DOWN 
OPPONENTS’ EXHIBIT 


ATLANTIC CITY, NJ., June 11 
(AP)—No proponent of national 
compulsory health insurance was 
invited to the American Medical 
Association Convention, an A.M.A.

S-60 reported to the FBI that 
Niles wrote the State Department 
on Nov. 11, 1944, saying he had 
known Mr. and Mrs. Levy for a 
long time “and found it hard to 
believe that either would engage 
in un-American activities. Five 
days later, Levy got his passport. 

A Report from T-2. 

Another informant, designated 
as T-2, reported finding out in May 
1945 that Philip Levy’s brother 
“Jacob Levy Civian” had met an 
individual he thought “looks like 
a Russian general” and was con- 
sidering going into some business 
venture with him. 

T-2 reported: 

“Subject (Philip Levy) advised 
against it unless the individual 
would be willing to put up $5000 
for a survey of the Mexican situ- 
ation. It was thought. the per- 
son discussed was Joe Pikker 
(phonetic) or Joe Foster. 

“Later, Civian entered the coun- 
try having in his possession five 
packages of $1000 each in $20 
bills. It is noted that this de- 
nomination has frequently been 
used in Soviet espionage payoffs.” 

A Nudist Spy Ring. 

Another paper read in court 
yesterday told of a fantastic Com- 
munist spy ring which indulged 
in nudist sprees. The report said 
this ring had two agents working 
inside the Army’s intelligence sec- 
tion at the Pentagon in 1946. 
Members of the ring allegedly 
threw wild all-night parties for 
co-operating Army and Navy offi- 
cials in a hideaway in Arlington. 

There will no more such reports 
read in the Coplon trial: . 

Defense Attorney Archibald Pal- 
mer—who had compelled Govern- 
ment prosecutors to produce 30 
thick reports, despite their pro- 
tests that the disclosure would in- 
volve national security — told 
United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves yesterday that he 
had “read all of them that I want 
to read.”

Two Listed as Suspects. 

One of the last data slips read 
to the jury said two employes on 
the Armed Force’s “secret Rus- 
sian desk” in September 1948, 
were suspected of giving infor- 
mation to the Russian secret poi- 
icy agency, NKVD. 

They were identified by uniden- 
tified FBI informants as William 
Hermann Eckart Johnson and his 
wife, Annette F. Johnson. 

This data slip summarized a 
128-page, single-spaced report on 
Irina Efimova Aleksander of New 
York. 

The Army said Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnson were employed in the 
Eurasian branch of the intelli- 
gence division, but were let out 
in September 1946 due to a “nor- 
mal reduction in force.” 

One part of the Aleksander data 
sliip—found in Miss Coplon’s 
purse when she was arrested in 
New York with Russian engineer 
Valentine A. Gubitchev—said: 
“Additional data received re 
subject Irina indicating she may 
be Russian espionage agent. One 
anonymous letter indicates she

Corporations Paying Bigger Dividends 
Than in Boom- Time 1948 Despite De- 


TRAINMEN IN BRITAIN 
DEFY NO-STRIKE ORDER 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP)— 
Despite the decline in business 
this year, corporations are paying 
out bigger dividends than they 
did in boom-time 1948, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce said yesterday. 

Yet business has been cutting 
down on inventories for the first 


time since the war—chiefly by 
holding back on buying in expec- 
tation that prices will go down. 

Department reports showed that 
publicly reported cash dividends 
by corporations in April, totaling 
$474,400,000, were 3 per cent higher 
than in April, 1948. For February, 
March and April combined, they 
totaled $1,384,000,000 and were 8 
per cent above the same three 
months of 1948. 

Publicly reported dividends ac- 
count for about 60 to 65 per cent 
of all dividends paid, the depart- 
ment said. 

The strong showing of dividend 
payments has been one factor in 
slowing up the decline this year 
in personal income, which fell to 
an annual rate of $213,700,000,000 
in April after a month-by-month 
decline from the peak rate of 


$221,000,000,000 attained last De- 
cember. 

Chief explanation given for the 
higher dividend payments despite 
the economic downturn is that 
business no longer feels a need 
to set aside so much of its earn- 
ings to expand its capacity. 

Declining inventories not only 
signaled expectation of further 
business declines, but contributed 
to bringing them about by slowing 
down production and thus leading 
to some worker layoffs and fac- 
tory closings. 

The department estimated that 
total business inventories dropped 
$1,206,000,000 in April to an aggre- 
gate of $53,566,000,000 at the end 
of that month. It was the biggest 
postwar decline so far, although 
the inventory was still $2,464,000,- 
000 above the same point in 1948. 

Inventory curtailment went all 
along the line—in manufacturing, 
wholesaling and retailing, and in 
durable and non-durable goods 
lines, 

The department broke down the 
end of April inventory, total into: 
manufacturing $31,363,000,000; 
wholesaling $8,157,000,000; and re- 


tailing $14,046,000;000.

Workers Plan Fourth Sun- 
day Stoppage Despte Gov- 
ernment’s Demands.

LONDON, June 11 (AP)—Rail- 
way strikers defied today a Gov- 
ernment demand to end their 
“Sunday only” work stoppages on 
Britain’s state-owned rail lines. 


Engineers and firemen, demand- 
ing revised schedules which will 
not keep them away from home 
at night, went ahead with plans to 
halt their trains on north-south 
lines at midnight for the fourth 
weekend in a row. 

Meanwhile, 49,000 London train- 

men were called to a mass meet- 
ing Monday to decide whether to 
bring all London’s surface and un- 
derground lines to a _ standstill. 
Rail union officials said any ac- 
tion taken would be unofficial and 
without union sanction. 
In addition to the _ schedule 
changes demanded by enginemen, 
the nation’s railway men are seek- 
ing a general 10 shilling ($2)-a- 
week pay increase. 

Demand by Government. 

The Labor Government sent a 
stern demand to the strikers last 
midnight to quit the “Sunday 
only” walkouts as a condition to 
resuming negotiations. Strike 
leaders contended today appeals to 
end the stoppages “have so far 
been a complete failure.” The 
Sunday strikes are not union-led. 
Strikers in a few areas indicated 
they were willing to call it off, 
while negotiations are resumed, 
but railroad officials said the ex- 
tent to which service could be 
maintained “is necessarily uncer- 
tain.” 

Labor Minister George Isaacs, 
who sent the midnight demand to 
end the strikes, announced that he 
would make a last-minute appeal 
in a radio broadcast tonight. 
Union, Cabinet Leaders Meet. 
He sent the demand after a hur- 
riedly-called meeting with Prime 
Clement Minister Attlee, and other 
government leaders and chieftains 
of the National Union of Railway- 
men. The national union has 
joined the government in attempts 
to persuad¢ the strikers to go back 
to work. 

The government leaders also 
discussed the developing strike of 
dock workers in harbors on Brit- 
ain’s west coast. Troops have been 
dispatched to unload perishable 
foods from 15 of the 80 ships which 
have been tied up by -he strike, 
now in its fourth week. 


26-CITY HUNT FOR

DETROIT, June 11 (AP)—Po- 
lice set up plans today for a sys- 
tematic search in 26 cities for the 
owner of the shotgun used in Vic- 
tor Reuther’s shooting. 

Within a few days, according to 
the program, a detective will go 
to each city. 

He will take along a picture of 
the weapon abandoned in bushes 
at Reuther’s home. Also, he will 
have the information on $217, wy 
in rewards. 

Chief Inspector James J. shanai 
said the shotgun may have been 
one of a batch of 20 made by an 
eastern manufacturer. Only these 
20 bore the initials “J. H.” The 
“J. H.” was on the Reuther wea- 
pon. 

Reuther, educational director of 
the CUO United Auto Workers, 
was shot at his home the night 
of May 24. He lost his right eye. 
His ~All Walter, UAW presi- 
dent, was shot under similar cir- 
cumstances April 20 of last year.

She writes: 

“Studies we have made reveal 
that constructive programs for 
girls have lagged far behind those 
for boys in most sections of this 
country. People have been slow to 
realize that the home or neighbor- 
hood which fails the boy also fails 
the girl and that the welfare of 
girls is vital to their community 
and to the nation because, 
among other: things, the girls of 
today will some day become the 
mothers of future American citi- 
zens. It is the eonviction of the 
sponsors of girls clubs that what- 
ever is done to help girls grow up 
to intelligent responsible woman- 
hood will pay big dividends in the 
years to come.

“THE GIRLS’ CLUBS of this 
organization are filling a need not 
met by other organizations in sev- 
era] respects. The girls clubs, un- 
like most other girl agencies, is 
often every day for the benefit of 
the many girls who need a gafe 
and wholesome place to go any 


day in out-of-school hours. The 
girls clubs stress the importance 
of the younger girl under 12 when 
characters and attitudes are being 
formed. Dues at the girls clubs 
are lower than in most organiza- 
tions—usually 25 or 50 cents a year 
—so that any girl can afford to be- 
long. Finally, the girls clubs pro- 
gram is broader and more inclu- 
sive than those provided by most 
other girls’ organizations.”

What happened to poor South 
at his doubled contract was almost 
too horrible to relate! West opened 
the club king and shifted to his 
top spade, and by the time the 
smoke of battle cleared, South 
found himself down five tricks, 
1400 points. 

It was, of course, bad’ luck that 
South’s only long suit was the one 
bid by an opponent, and that he 
therefore was in such an uncom- 
fortable spot when North made 
his secondary double of the dia- 
mond bid. Under many circum- 
stances, South’s response on the 
three-card heart suit would have 
been the best way out, since the 
bid could be made at the one- 
level, and indeed this would be the 
least-of-evils solution chosen by 
the majority of experts. In this 
specific case, however, South 
adopted a highly questionable 
course. Granted, he had to fear 
that if he passed the double, West 
might make several over-tricks, 
but that might not be the worst 
thing that could happen, by a 
long shot! Obviously, North was 
the sort of player who takes liber- 
ties in the bidding—as witness his 
raise of hearts after he had 
doubled—and presumably South 
knew that his partner was not 
conservative particularly when the 
opponents had a part score, 

Thus, it would have been far 
better, under the circumstances, 
for South to give the enemy one 
diamond with a couple of over- 
tricks, than to risk the sort of 
catastrophe that developed.

Q. Parents say we should wait 
to marry until we can afford it, 
No objection otherwise to the mar- 
riage. Should they abandon op- 
positidn and give financial help 
instead? 

A. Why not, if they can afford 
it? Perhaps, however, they can’t 
afford it and fear they will never- 
theless have to carry an addition- 
al load, In that case have a clear 
understanding with them, and 
work out definite plans to finance 
yourselves, no matter on how 
modest a scale. 

Q. Am I right in believing that 
there was practically no divorce 
in the United States a century 
ago? 

A. No. James Barnett remarks 
in his careful study on “Divorce 
and the American Divorce novel” 
that “divorces became relatively 
common in the 1840s and alarm- 
ingly so in the 1860s." Divorce 
was partly a frontier fqlkway. But 
Cc. C. Zimmerman has emphasized 
in several of his books the im- 
portance of the “omnibus divorce 
laws" in effect in many states a 
century ago, Their effect was to 
allow a judge to grant divorce for 
any reason at all that appealed 
to him. 


Parsley New Potatoes 

Ingredients: Two pounds sMall 
new potatoes (scrubbed under cold 
running water but not peeled), 
one teaspoon salt, three-fourths 
cup boiling water, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, two table- 
spoons finely-cut parsley. 

Method: Put the potatoes in a 
saucepan with a tightly fitting 
cover, Add the salt and boilin 
water; bring to a boil and coo 
over low heat until tender—about 
20 minutes. Drain; shake pan 


ever heat to dry potatoes, add 


butter or margarine and parsley. 
(Parsley can be easily cut with a 
kitchen scissors). 


« In making a white sauce melt 
the fat in a saucepan, then re- 
move from the heat before addin 

the flour. Now add cold mil 

gradually, with the saucepan still 
off the heat, stirring as you do 
so. After all milk has been 
added continue to stir well until 
there are no more lumps. A whisk 
is excellent to use for the stir- 
ring, but if you do not have one 
use a wooden spoon. A half tea- 
spoon of salt is usually plenty for 
two cups of the sauce.
